The Projected Loaw tor the Commitmont
of Alleged Lanntios,

[x our issue of Friday last wae referrad to two
projected modes of committing alleged luna-
tics to hospitals for the insane. Since then
wa have been forsished with a copy of one of
thess proposed acts, which was introdunoed
into the Senate on Tueaday last.

Nearly forty of the most respectable mem-
bers of the Philadelplia bar declared, in their
memozial attached to the bill, that certain of
its seclions were ‘‘essential to the pecurity of
personal liberty."" It may alao be sald, in Ltheir
support, that they wers recommended chiefly
in the Haskell oasa’ by Judge Brawstar, before
whom a large number of allaged lonatics wara
brought within the last year, and discharged
by him a3 improperly restrained of their
liberty.

The first section of this bill is one we re-
farred to In our Priday's issue as judicions
and necessary. [t provides that the medical
certificate shall be signed and sworn to bafora
& magistrate, the latter testifying to the good
standing of the signers. This has long been
the practice in Kogland, whers it has bsen
found to work well.

The second section consists of the wise pro-
vision that the alleged lunatic shall be per-
mitted to correspond with connssl.

The third and fonrth are exaotly similar to
thoss of the State Medical Associatien’s bill,
withont any change whatsoaver.

The fifth provides that whers a written
atatement, subscribed and sworn to by a re-
spectable citizen, is presented to any judicial
officer, alleging that a certain person ia sane,

This also is the law of England, and was
direotly recommended by Judge Brewster in
the Haskell onse. If onr readers will recall to
their minds the horrible abuses disclosed last
gpring by the State Medical Assooiation and
the special commissioner sppointed by tha
Giovernor, a8 being practised towards the in-
sane oconflned in the free hospitals of the
Btate, they will see tha absolute necessity of |
this provision.

Feotion 11 is the same as that of the Madical
Assoolation's bill.

The twelfth section provides that nothing
in the aoct shall be 8o constrned as to deprive
the alleged lnoatic of any rights or forms of
actlon he may enjoy ander any present law in
Lis behalf,

We have considered these different sections
with great care, and we find nothing in them
objectionable, but on the contrary they sesm
to us well calonlated to still the public demand
for reform, and afford excellent protection to
personal liberty, while at the pame time they
entail no onerons burdens or restrictions on
those who labor in behalfl of the insane. We
hopa the Legislature may see the necessity of

adopting this bill at an early day, and so settle
this vexed question.
